Hut the 
fouiid.'it ion of the oi-L'atne.ss of the I'amily 
beyan in IHOJ, when, on the death of tho 
Landgrave William IX., Meyer, who had 
been his banker, beijaii lo opc-rate on hi.s 
own account with the large sum of money 
lying in his hands. .Meyer died in 181-, 
but his widiiw refu.-ie.l to leave her hum 
bio homo, .■inii she remained in the old 
house until her death in 1.S41), ;it the age 
of 1>G. Since tlien the house has r(>- 
inaincd uninhiibiled, and will soou be 
nothing but a memory.

OF POSITION BLUNDERING. 

The attempt of the government orgiin to 
iiiaku out :i case of hlun(leriii!| atjainst tlio 
( )[ilHj.sitU)ii in coiuK'ctiun with the appli- 
cation to llio court ill the matter of the 
Vulo vacancy is as liiilicroiis aa it is cliar- 
acteriatically dishonest. Taking tl;e opin- 
ion uf a court of law upon a grsive consti- 
liitioual point is one thing, but tlie 
piussini; of unconstitutional acta of parlia- 
ment by the ihi/en, selling the hoine- 
.sloads 'if settlers for illegal ami 
oppressive rates of interest, stultifying 
public prosecutions i /i hhx- and other legal 
blundering, tlio instances of which are loo 
nijmerous to mention, is another. In the 
onu coao there is not even t.he assertion 
of opinion; in the other there is decided- 
ly Ijad opinion and had law with most 
disastrous eonae(iuencea. In the applica- 
li(jn to the court two gentlemen of the 
Opposition — Mr. \V..I. Armstrong, mem- 
ber for New Westminster city, and Alex. 
E. B. Davie, one of tlie niembura for 
Lillooot —took the opinion of a judge of 
tlio supreme court as to whether they 
could nut prevent the delay in holding an 
election 111 liU the Vale vacancy which 
the past and present conduct of the gov- 
ernniLMit led iheni tn exiiect. No one 
will deny tlmt these gentlemen acted in 
the interest of the country. The judg- 
ment uf the learned judge decides that 
whilst after the first session of the asseni- 
Illy any two members may take ato|)s to 
till a vacancy, yet upon a sound construe- 
ti(pn of the .itatute they have no authority 
before the tiral session. Thus a doubtful 
constitutional point is settled and a pre- 
cedent established which will he a guide 
in the future. Whether after the [uesent 
unanticipated state of things a govern- 
nu'Ut attempting to baulk the public 
by clinging tu utlice after ruut at the polls 
and delaying an election in an adverse dis- 
trict, tlio now iiouse may not consider it 
desirable to change the constitution in 
this particular remains to be seen. That 
an early session is needed and that all 
seats should bo filled is plain. There are 
the ipieations iif the Chinese, the drydock 
and the Island railway and other impor- 
tant matters ret|uiiing innnediate atten- 
tidii, all of which necessitate the prompt 
meeting of the house. As we have said, 
liie action of I\ieasrs. .Vrmstrong ami Da- 
vie Irtis cleared away doubt and rendered 
the duty of the new house cleai'. An act 
must be paa.sed whioli will place it beyond 
tlii; power of a discarded e.Nccutive to de- 
lay election or cling to power after the 
country has decided against them. Uow 
different is tho coiidu'it of the Oppcj- 
sition to that of the government tour years 
ago: when i\Ir. Justice (iray upset the 
bogus Chinese Tax .Act, what happouod ? 
,\ pool- old man, the sands of whose life 
were tlun nearly exhausted, and who 
shortly afterwards died, was put forward 
in tha house to jirefer a cliarge of bri- 
bery (I) against the supreme court bench; 
and the charges of which he was but the 
mouthpiece found a ready echo through 
the coluiuns of the government organ. 
Such is the manner in which the govern- 
iiiont trr;it upriiiht judges when in the 
discharge <if their duty they are found to 
decide adversely to government interests.

N on I TV. 

Mr. Heaven clings to ofBco with the 
pertinacity of a baruaclo to the hull of a 

ship iiv a starfish to a rock. The world is 
challenged to pi'odiice another in.stance 
where a beaten and demoralized premier, 
who counts hut foni- supporters in a house 
i.f lT) members, has hi-eii found so regard- 
les.s of his obligations under the constitu- 
tion iis tu cling to place and power under 
similar circumstances. Tho government 
is iiow the goveinnu'Ut i>f a minority. 
The people ]i;ive decided against it. Tlie 
attorney-general was elected by illegal 
votes, and the provincial secretary was 
•lefeatod, yet both continue to hold oihce, 
dispense tlie revenues and conduct the 
public business. A clearer U8ur[iation of 
(lower was never lieard of. .-V more im- 
pudent assumption of authority was never 
known. Every act of the government is 
an illegality. Every penny of the revenue 
thoy appropriate is wrongfully e.\pended. 
Every contract they make may be de- 
elareil nidi and void. They liave no more 
riglit to ciirry (Ui the government of tlu^ 
ciiuntry than the inmates of any public 
institution (say the gaol) w(juld have 
should they overpower the keeiiers and 
attempt to conduct tho establishment, 
themselves. The comiMi-ison, it must be 
admitted, isastroiig one; but not stronger 
than the facts warrant. Tho government 
appealed to the country. They chose 
their own time and their own battle- 
ground. Tile verdict "f the country was 
against them. They were beaten fairly — 
routed, in fad. And .still they cling to 
ofiice and throw out bribes in the hope of 
catching votes which the public denied 
them. It is evident that nothing short 
of a strong expression uf popular distrust 
through the representatives elect will un- 
seat these genthuneii. That expression 
should be gi'/en witlmut further delay. 
The time for temporizing is past. The 
time for .action has arrived.

This is a large and elegantly printed 
work of some 800 pages by John S. Hit- 
tell, author of "The Resources of Cali- 
fornia " and other works, and published 
by A. h. Bancroft & Co., San Francisco. 
The work is provided with neat colored 
maps of California, U'asliingtun Territory 
and Oregon, and illu.stratud by a series of 
well-e-\ecutcd wood, engravings of various 
buildings and localises of industrial in- 
terest, especially on the .Sound, also, of 
machinery. The general plan of the work 
will bo indicated by the titles of tlu sever, 
divisions into which it is divided, as ftil 
lows: Introduction, commerce, agricul- 
ture, mining, fisheries, etc., engineering, 
etc. , iind manufactures. These divisions 
naturally branch out into the innumerable 
tollies connected with them, which are 
dealt with more or less iii detail, accord- 
ing tu their interest and iniportaiice. 
There is also an appendi.x which amongst 
a variety of other subjects gives a list of the 
leading business houses on the coa.st. The 
work commences with a general descrip- 
tion of "the field," e.xtending from Mexico 
to the head of the Sound, not forgetting 
British Columbia. Of this province it le- 
marks tlia.t on account of its separating 
NN'ashingtoii Territory from .Maska, its 
ac(iuisition ihc score of geograjihical 
comiiacliiess must ever be an object to 
the United Stati's, but "that national 
[lolicy and internatiounl justice forbids." 
it is, however, destined tinder any cir- 
cumstances to make rapid strides under 
the stimulus of the Canadian Pacific, and 
liold a prominent business i)i)sition on the 
slope. The article then outlines the goo- 
graphical .ind uietoorulogical features of 
the province, concluding with a short de- 
scriiilion of Esi[uiiiialt and N'icluria . In 
.\laska tlie author sues .ui iiii[iortant [dace 
of business uti the N.uth Pacific, on ac 
count of its fisheries and the access it 
afl'ords to the fishing banks in its vicinity , 
and :ilsu its co.al and Imiibcr; hence the 
necessity of completing "the geographical 
compactness " at present wanting. .Vfter 
dwelling <ui the general features of bu.si 
iiess and climate of ilill'erent localities, it 
dlscu.sses the "land for aettlors, ' a.s a;t 
ing that in proportion to it.s .size il ha.s 
coni[iaratively little good farming hmd on 
aceiuiiit of the ruggetl nature of the coun- 
try, remarking that nearly all the laud in 
British Columbia is either the property of 
the government or the Canadian Pacilic , 
railway. The labor supply is iie.xt dealt 
with, and to iis deaniess us attributed the 
I'aiiitl growth of the country and coast, as ' 
if laborers could not have earn'ed more on 
the Pacilic slope, they would not have in- 
curred till! labor iiiid expense of travel, 
The authur also glances at the Chinese 
ipiestiun, arguing that in spite of all that 
has been urged on the subject there is im 
better place on the globe to-day for the 
white laborer than tlu^ I'.icilic .slopiv , 
I'luler the head of commerce, banking, 
insurance, railroatls, shipiiing, etc., are 
dealt with, and m,-iny biograiihicil sketches ' 
of leading men and mercantile houses, I 
including among others Welch, liithet iV; ! 
Co. But the work is so expansive that we | 
must content ourselves with a liare 
enumeration (if the n.aii}- .subjects Ireatiid 
of, such us inerchiiiidi/.mg, lnu-t leult ure, 
domestic animals, fariiiing, gukl and sil- 
ver mining, other minerals, fish supply, 
cotl a.nd whale tishery, other marine fish- 
eries, furs .'iiid game, river fisheries, har- 
bor improvements, water works, inven- 
tions, textile fabrics, leather and other 
manufactures. In most of tliesi: subjects 
IJrit ish Columbia is given a fair show, 
especially as regards our iron niannfac- 
tiirors, and among the illustrations are 
iMr.

One of British Columbia's most noted 
characters, whoso celebrity extended 
down to Lower California, Mexico, and i 
even South America, ended a turbulent 
life at the Ruyal Hospital on Sunday 
night li\gt. Jimmy Jones has for nearly 
30 years figured very conspicuously in the 
coasting iuinals of the province having ar- 
I rived here in 18i")4. A Wulshinan by 
i birth he left bis native mountains in 
I early life in search of his father whom he 
I found in the coal mines of Pennsylvania. 

His innate love of adventure led him 
I overland to Salt Lake with a detachment | 
j of Mormons, and from tlieticg the '49 ex- 
citement in California took him over the j 
I Sierras to that Eldorado. Four or five ' 
I years of mining life contented him with 
I gold digging :uul he next found himself 
I at work in the Belliughani Bay coal mine. 
I Here, fur the first time in his life he 
j made money, and with it built or bought 
I a schooner called the EmHy Parker in 
! which during the first Frasor river ex- 
citement of ',")8 he embarked in the car- 
I ryiiig trade between the .Souiul and this 
I [)ort. This schooner ran aground and I 
I wan burned at Hoas Bay, after which he 
i built the schooner Carolena and sailed 
' her chiefly in the coal trade between Na- 
naimo and this port. Anctlier schooner | 
was purchased by .Hmiuy en the Sound 
and called the .leiiny .Io:,es. In this ' 
craft he made :i few tri[)s to the Coluin- ; 
Ilia, and about '(ill or he got engines ! 
j [lilt into her in this city, but on again i 
going to the Sound being heavily in debt : 
I the slioriff seized her. Jiiiiiny, however I 
j ran away from Olympia with the slier- 
I ift's ofHcer, landed him somewhere on ' 

the Sound and came over here where 
1 aiU'tlier iittaehuuMit awaited tlievessid. 
j This lime the slicrill' was taken oil' and 
landed between here and Nanaiino, and 
at the latter place .loiies got a hint as to , 
where he could smuggle some refuse coal ! 
Ill board. This was done between two 
days and the vessel was headed for .loliii- 
sou St rait aiul the northern part of the 
l.slaiul. When fairly out into the broad 
Pacific he made sail for the south and 
ran all the way down to .Mexico, where a 
good sale ivas effected; Init unfortunately 
in the then unsettled condition of that ' 
country ho was cheated out of the pur- 
chase money and was glad to escape with 
bis life. .After awhile . I iinmy got a situ- : 
ation iis watcliniaii on board the steamer 
California, and the lirst trip to this [lort, 
by a well executoil inaiueuvre, he got hia | 
wife from where she was staying in the , 
country on board of the sliip and away to ' 
California. In tlie course of a few years 
his debts here were forgotten (U'coiuloned 
and the irriquessi hie Juiiiuy returned to j 
this province. He sailed the achooner I 
Uiseovery for Englehardt it Bales and j 
afterwards made occasional trips for coal. ' 
< )n one occasion while lying at tho wharf 
in this city, by some nui.ans or other the 
schooner sunk with a load of coal lui 
board. The Uoiuiniun government raised 
the vessel and when put up at auction 
.Jimmy bought her for a mere tririe. 
Poor .Jiinini' s active aiiil adveiittiruus ca- 
reer was now drawing to a close. The 
hard life he hiul been leading and 
the severe [iiivat ioiis which he had 
endured were imderiiiiniiig a naturally 
hardy and strong couslilutioii, until at .

5rl7,500,000. A blighted crop (there i.t 
much blight this year) may bo estimated 
oil the same basis at but $700,000. 

The "nileometi'r," or instrument used 
ill measuring the annual rise of the Nile, 
is situated on tlu' Island of Roda, oppo- 
site Old Cairo. It consists of a square 
well or chauilier, in the centre of which is 
a graduated pillar divided into seventeen 
cubits. The state of tho rivor is piv- 
claimed daily in tlu: streets of Cairo ilii- 
ring the inundation bv sever:d criers, to 
each of whom a paitieular district is as- 
signed. The usual iii.i\iiuiiui of the rise 
is from 2-1 to 2(» feel.
